Cairo parley 
urges tighter 
boycott rules 


CAIRO (UPI). — The Arab Boycott 
Office, saying its economic boycott 
of Israel is more effective than ever 
before, yesterday called for new, 
tougher rules to cut off the oil-rich 
Arab market from firms who do 
business with Israel.

Asked whether an agreement on 
the Syrian front would have to 
follow the current negotiations with 
Egypt, Sisco merely asserted that 
additional progress has not been 
excluded on any front by either the 
U.S. or Israel. But Sisco refused to 
state that talks between Israel and 
Syria would definitely follow, 

Returning to the issue of U.S. 
guarantees for Israel, Sisco said that 
there is no formal treaty between 
U.S. and Israel, but he declared 
that American military and econo- 
mic support for Israel is “manifest” 
and on this issue there -has not 
been any change by the adminis- 
tration. “Our support continues.” he 
said. 

In response to another question, 
Sisco said that the existence of the 
Israel and its economic viability was 
vital to the U.S.

1,100 more beds 
for Beersheba 
. medical centre

BEERSHEBA. — The new wing of 
the Soroka’ Medical Centre being 
built here at a cost of 1L150m. will 
add another 1,100 beds to the present 
680, the Centre's director, Professor 
Yosef Stern, told newsmen yester- 
day. ᾿ 

Speaking at a press conference 
held to mark the 15th anniversary 
of the hospital's inauguration. Prof. 
Stern and Mr. Reuven Klinger of the 
Merkaz Kupat Holim reviewed the 
Centre's develdpment “ since it was 
opened: in March, 1960. From a 260- 


bed houpital ‘serving a population ὋΣ 


50,000, whien-it was first built:-the 
Centre now has 680 beds, 30 de- 
partments and serves a population of 
some 250,000, The new wing ts ex- 


But the Centre, which is the main 
hospital serving the Negev area, also 
has [15 difficulties. Chief of these is 
the serious shortage of trained 
nurses, Prof. Stern said, noting that 
prospects for the future are also 
gloomy, with insufficient students re- 
gistering. at the Centre's nursing 
school. 

There is no shortage of doctors, 
Prof. Stern said. The Centre has held 
several special 10-month courses for 
new immigrant doctors from South 
America, Rumania and the Soviet 
Union, and many of the graduates 
have remained either at the hospital 
itself or in the Negev area. 

The hospital's budget has grown 
enormously in the last 15 years, from 
IL8.5m. in 1960 to ILd5m. today.

Boy 
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Bension gets 12 years, 


says he will appeal 


TEL AVIV. — Former banker 
Yehoshua Evnsion, convicted of 
stealmg $4im. fram the now-defunct 
Israei-Eritish Sank while he was 
its head, was yesterday sentenced 
to serve ἃ total cf 12 years in pri- 
sen. 

The court said there was no pre- 
cedent in Israel for such 2 huge 
theft. Bension, who was found guilty 
en Januury 8, was allowed after 
being sentenced to make a televised 
statement that he was innocent and 
would appeal. 

The banker, who was arrested 
seme eight months ugo, had been 
convicted on all but one count of 
a complicated indivtment that charg- 
ed he diverted IBB's funds to con- 
cerns owned by the Williams fa- 
mily of Eritain, who were major 
owners of IBB and to whom he 
is related by marriage. The transfer 
was made in 1973 and 1974 through 
the Banque Populaire Sutsse and 
Banque Credit Suisse. Then, at IBEB 
behest, these two banks placed the

funds in Williams family concerns 
registered In Vaduz, Liechtenstein. 

To cover up the transfer, which 
violated mits the Inspector of 
Eanks had placed on I8E credit to 
Williams concerns, LBB falsified its 
records and kept the true situation 
from tts accountants. 

The court had found Bension 
guilty of theft, banking-law viola- 
tions, fraud and currency violations. 
In sentencing him yesterday it gave 
him seven years for the theft, four 
for the banking-law violations, 10 
for the fraud and three for the 
currency violations. But it specified 
that he serve only 12 years of this 
24-year total. 

The court on the other hand re- 
jected the prosecution's demand that 
Bension be fined as well. The bench 
— Judges Zeev Zeliner, Moshe 
Eeisky and Shulamit Wallenstein, — 
ruied that the prosecution had fail- 
ed to prove what part of the $47m. 
had actually remained in Bension's 
hands. 

The judges also said they were 
balancing Bension’s poor health with 
the need to deter other offenders. 
(A panel of four doctors testified 
befcre the sentencing that Bension 
is suffering from several serious 
illnesses but that he can receive 
proper treatment In the prison hos- 
pital.) 

Bension took the verdict impas- 
sively, as did his wife, two daughters 
and other relatives in the court- 
τοῦτα. Unlike the usual run of sen- 
tenced offenders, he was allowed 
after sentencing to speak with his 
relatives and make his prepared 
statement to the press. Then, instead 
of being taken out the special door 
leading to the courthouse basement, 
he was accompanied by a plain- 
clothesman to the courthouse ca- 
feteria, where he had eaten through- 
out the trial. He was seen there 
apparently trying to calm his wife 
and daughters. (Itim) 


Namir laid to rest

TEL AV — Mordechai Namir, 
Te) Aviv's fifth mayor, former Mi- 
nister of Labour and secretary-gen- 
eral of the Histadrut, was laid to 
rest here yesterday. Many hundreds 
of Tel Avivians and noted public 
figures passed by his bier at City 
Hall to pay their last respects. 

Namir passed away early Satur- 
day morning after a long illness, 
He was 78. 

Before the funeral precession left 
City Hall for the old Trumpeldor 
Street cemetery, eulogies were de- 
livered by Mayor Shiomo Lahat, 
Minister of Finance Yehoshua Rabi- 
nowitz and Histadrut Secretary-Gen- 
eral Yeruham Meshel. 

Mayor Lahat recalled that Namir 
played the violin when he was 
young, and aithough later in life 
he was generally in the company of 
politicians, his true friends were 
always actors, musicians and. art- 
ists."\“Many of Tel Ayiv's artistic 


and cultural: centres ‘were’ folirided’ 


by him.” Mayor Lahat noted. 

Mr. Rabinowitz, who succeeded 
Namir as mayor, recalled the tor- 
ment Namir experienced when, as 


Ambassador to Moscow, he realized 
that while he was the symbol of 
Israel for the many Soviet Jews 
who longed to come here-‘he could 
not help them. “Eleven years ago, 
however, he predicted that if world 
Jewry struggled for the Jews of 
the Soviet Union, the door would 
open one day,” Mr. Rabinowitz said. 
He called Namir “symbol of the 
Third Aliya spirit.” 

Mr. Meshel said that Namir saw 
himself as the workers’ represen- 
tative and strove to strengthen their 
position. 

Many Government Ministers, 
Knesset Members, veteran public 
figures and members of the city’s 
arts community were among the 
mourners. 

Namir is survived by his wife, 
Knesset Member Ora Namir, and his 
daughter, Yael.

' Hijacker in 
Brazil airport 
shot dead 


BRASILIA (Reuter). — Security 
men as mechanics tricked 
a bearded hippie hijacker and shot 
him dead aboard a Boeing 737 air- 
liner at Brasilia airport. The hijack- 


rted er, identified as Joel Siqueira, had 


boarded the plane at Goiania on 
its flight from Sao Paulo to Bra- 
silia on Saturday. (Briefily reported 
in “After Midnight” yesterday.) 

At Brasilia, police handed over a 
10m. cruxeiros (IL7.7m.) ransom to 
the hijacker, who released the women 
and children among the 72 people 
aboard .the plane. 

Four security men then sneaked 
aboard the airliner while it was 
‘being refuelled. 

One of the jetliner’s hostesses vo- 
lunteered to drop an object in front 
of the hijacker. As he stopped to 
pick it up, the security men opened 
fire and hit the man in the chest 
and head. 

The pilot of the plane was 
wounded in the hand during the 
firing. 

Apart from the ransom, the hi- 
jecker, aged about 30, demanded 
the release of 10 political prisoners 
and the broadcast of a manifesto 
which included references to Christ, 
Leonardo da Vinci and Julius Cae- 
sar.

THE JERUSALEM Symphony Or- 
chestra has not been immune to the 
current flu epidemic end it was 
probably Jast minute replacements 
which accounted for a certain in- 
security of performance obvious in 
the opening item of the all-Bartok 
evening at the Jerusalem Theatre 
(Feb. 18). Despite all the energetic 
efforts of conductor Mendi Rodan 
precision snd concentration were 
Jacking in the reading of the 
Divertimento for Strings, and this 
marvellous work thus fell short of 
providing full satisfaction. But 
things improved considerably with 
the presentation of the Third Piano 
Concerto, in which Allan Sternfield 
appeared as soloist: This young pian- 
ist from the United States made an 
excellent impression all-round. His 
concentration is directed solely on 
his performance, and with his im- 
Peccable technical resources and 8 
musical approach beyond reproach

ience. Octave were ham- 
mered out effortlessly, and lyrical 
lines had a singing quality, rarely 
heard among pianists of the younger 
generation. Cooperation of conduc- 
tor and orchestra helped to create 
& performance of high standard. 

The Chamber Choir of the Jerusa- 
lem Rubin Academy offered Four 
Slovak Folksongs. Directed by 
Stanley Sperber, this vocal inter- 
lude provided pleasant sounds in 
good balance. The singers could not 
be expected to be fluent in Slovak, 
but unclear diction tends to blot 
crisp accentuation, which is an in- 
tegral part of the musical rendition 
— particularly with Bartok — and as 
@ result the rhythmical background 
was somewhat unclear. 

The orchestra was better in the 
Dance Suite, in which the music- 
fans were driven to good perform- 
ance by the forceful direction of 
Mendi Rodan. 

“This ‘Portrait of a Composer,” as 
the series is called, was particul- 
arly successful. The choice of 
works, their ever-changing charac- 
ter and tonal combinations, repre- 
senting different periods of the com- 
poser’s writing (1917-1923-1939-1945), 
made for a very satisfying evening.

Schwartzberég’s subtle Mozart 


VIOLINIST Dora Schwartzberg is 
by now a familiar figure on our 
concert platforms, but this was her 
first appearance with the IPO (Sub- 
scription Concert No. 6, Tel Aviv, 
Mann Auditorium, Feb. 15). 


She must be complimented for not 
choosing one of the hackneyed con- 
certes for her debut. Mozart’s me- 
lodious G-Major concerto depends 
for its successful presentation on 
the artist's merits only. Her tone 
gives her the right to be included 
in the master violinist class and 
musically too, she seems to be on 
the right path She has hecome 
more’ relaxed, controls her tempera- 
ment and pays much more attention 
to the more intimate and intrinsic 
aspects of the music than before. 
The first movement was still slight- 
ly too robust and sive for 
Ty taste, but the song-like mid- 
dle movement emerged fully express- 
ed, attractively phrased, and very 
subtle. 


We were lucky to have had this 
rather unpretentious Mozart concer- 
to in the first pert of the pro- 
gramme, since the second half was 
devoted to Mahler's huge, Ninth 
Symphony in D-Major. Ninety 
minutes of Mabler’s pitilessly soul- 


tortured music dg a trial for which 
the listener needs all his mental 
strength and concentration. The con- 
vulsive first movement, the grotesque, 
shadowy, almost inhuman second 
and third movements and the 
incredibly sed final Adagio, open up 
a world which is difficult to enter 
and even more difficult to leave. 
Conductor Michael Tilson Tho- 
mas tried bard to embrace it all. 
He varled the pace as much as 
possible which helped to make 
everything much more accessible, 
but be seemed handicapped by tech- 
nical problems and lack of worked- 
out detail, As a result the over 
whelming emotional content was 
only partly expressed. Long stretches 
remained cut off from their spiri- 
tual source. Others lacked the pas- 
sionate urgency which led to the 
creation of the symphony. However, 
Mahler's “Ninth” is a work which 
can never claim absolute corm- 
pleteness. Judged by these standards 
Michael Tilson Thomas's performance 
must be admired for its honesty 
and effort. In the last movement, 
the Adagio, the young conductor 
succeeded in giving moving expres- 
sion to Mahler’s deep feeling of 
parting and end.
